MILLION UNSKILLED 
LABORERS NEEDED 


Government in Great Need 

of Men for War Work. 
Reserve of Skilled Work- 
ers Exhausted.

Washington, August 22.— The fact 
that there now is a shortage in war 
work of 1,000,000 unskilled laborers 
and that the reserve of skilled work- 
ers is exhausted developed today at a 
conference of field agents of the fed- 
eral employment service. Further. cur- 
tailment of non-essential production 
is planned to release men for war 
work. 5 

The labor shortage is 80 serious that 
completion of a number of important 
war projects for the army and navy 
is being delayed, it was stated at the 
conference. The field agents decided 
that the only way in which the needed 
laborers could be secured was to take 
them from non-essential industry. 

“The time has come for the entire 
nation to realize that business as usu- 
al is no longer possible,” Nathan A. 
Smyth, assistant director of the em- 
ployment service, told the conference. 
“If we are to end the war quickly the 
production of luxuries and non-essen- 
tials in this country must come to an 
end. It is a question of winning the 
war quickly or having it dragged on 
indefinitely. 

“Manufacturers must give up the 
creation of needless goods, workers 
must be willing to change from non- 
essential to war production even at a 
hardship to themselves; the public at 


large must stop buying luxuries and 
thereby make the problem of curtail- 
ing mon-essential easier,”

Reluctantly German Press 
Tells Public That 400,000 
Americans Are Actually 
in Battle Array. 


Amsterdam, August 22.—(By the As- 
sociate@ Press.)—At last the German 
press has given up struggling against 
the truth. In a short notice, which 
appears in virtually all the papers, the 
identical nature of which suggests of- 
ficial inspiration, the reluctant admis- 
sion is made that Secretary Baker's 
figures regarding the strength of the 


American forces in France are about] 


‘One or t® ers add the lame ex- 
planation that their former figures were 
based on the position prior to May and 
that the really big shipments of men 
from America began since then. 

The papers now comfort themselves 
with the thought that of the 1,300,060 
or more Americans, only 400,000 are ac- 
tually in battle array, with 300,000 be- 
hind the front and that the remaining 
600,000 are etappen troops (engineers, 
railway men and general workers). 

The Berlin Taeglische Rundschau 
adds as its own information that no 
more than 150,000 Americans have up 
to the present been “noticed” on the 
west front. 

Anxiety Is Evident. 

The anxiety of the German war cor- 
respondents is very apparent nowa- 
days, to impress the home readers that 
the “elastic” defense ir nowise impairs 
German discipline or fighting spirit. 

Thus the correspondent of The Co- 
logne Gazette tells of a stiff fight Au- 
gust 16 and 17 west of Roye, in which 
the Hessians let the enemy come to 
close quarters, when, under cover of 
machine gunfire, they leaped’ out and 
repulsed the attack in a standing up 
fight with volleys of rifle fire, and that 
likewise East Prussian infantry eat 
off a tank attack August 17 southwest 
of Roye. He adds that 145 disabled 
tanks were counted in front of the lines 
held by Von Hutier's army between 
August 8 and 12. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung corre- 
spondent pays an involuntary tribute 
to the efficiency of the entente pam- 
phlet propaganda carried on by air- 
planes, saying that these pamphlets 
“are so seductively worded that any 
one who is not well informed may al- 
most, if not entirely, be persuaded.” 

He, therefore, calls for a vigorous 
counter propaganda to “enlighten” 
doubting spirits in the army.

“The report is impersonal, explain- 
ing that questions of individual dis- 
honesty or officia) corruption, were 
left for investigation to the depart- 
ment of justice inquiry directed by 
Charles E. Hughes.

LIEUT. BLAIR THAW: 
KILLED IN FRANCE 
WHEN PLANE FALLS 


With the American Army in France, 
August 22.—(By the Associated Press.) 
Lieutenant Blair Thaw, of Pittsburg, a 
member of the American aviation serv- 
ice, was killed Sunday evening when 
his airplane fell as a result of engine 
trouble. a 
Lieutenant Thaw, who was a brother 


of Major William Thaw and a son of 


Benjamin Thaw, of Pittsburg was 
traveling in a pursuit group near the 
front towards Paris. The engine trou- 
de developed at an altitude of 2,000 
feet and the machine, when it fell, 
struck a number of telephone wires and 
collapsed upside down. 

Thaw was killed instantly and his 


companion aviator 2 badly injured. 


Thaw, although fess well known than 
Inis brother, had just been promoted 
to command a flying squadron and was 
on his way to take over the squadron 
when he fei to his death. His body 
was taken’ to in evacuation hospital, 
where impressive funeral services were 
held Tuesday afternoon. Burial was in 
the same spot where the body of Major 
Raouf Lufberry is interred. 

Airplanes wheeled overhead while 
the funeral service was being con- 
ducted by an Episcopal clergyman in 
the little cnapel of the hospital. The 
casket afterwards. was placed on 
flower-covered truck which proceeded 
slowly ‘to the cemetery, preceded and 


followed by the officers and men of 
Thaw’s squadron, Major Thaw and the 
aviator’s mother. 

The propeller of Thaw’s machine 
was held upright at the grave as the 
body was lowered to its last resting 
place. The sounding of “taps” and 
three salvos fired from revolves end- 
ed thé ceremony while ten airplanes 
were circling overhead.

From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The German battle line in 
France is still crumbling under the im-

From the region of Soissons around 
the eurve in the front to the vicinity 
of Lassigny the enemy has been visited 
with further heavy defeats, while far- 
ther north, between the Somme river 
at Bray, to the south of Arras, Field 
Marshal Haig’s men have continued 
their victorious thrusts. ‘ ; 
On no sector of the front have the 


Germans been able to stay their foes, 
who have captured a large numder ot 


additional towns and vantage points 
Which, im.the further prosecution of the 
offensive, are of the utmost strategic 
value. .Nowhere is the enemy being 
| permitted to pause for breath. The 
arthies ‘of Haig, Mangin and Humbert 
are pressing their advantage with a 
strength that brooks no denial of their 
efforts. 

Thousands of prisoners, numerous 
guns and machine guns and large stores 
of war supplies have been added to the 
stocks already in allied hands as tro-

phies for their valorous work since the 
tide of battle was turned against the 
enémy by the commencement of Gen- 
eral Foch's offensive on the Marne on 
July 18. To the British alone in the 
past two days of fighting have come 
more than five thousand prisoners. 


ALBERT 
CAPTURED. 


In a new offensive begun by Haig 
from the north of the Somme to Albert, 
an advance of two miles eastward al- 
ready has béen made over the six-mile 
front. In this fighting the town of Al- 
bert, on the Ancre, the keystone of the 
German defense protecting the Ger- 
mans. north of the Somme, has been 
tdken. Here the British made 1,400 
Germans prisgner. The Ancre river to 
the south of Albert was crossed by the 
British in their drive, thus forming a 
serious mengee to the enemy around 
Bray, where at 4ast reports the Amer- 
loans were in the battle line. 

Desperate resistance has been of- 
féred to the further eastward of- 
vance of the British in the sector im, 
mediately south of Arras, where the 
important: railroad town of Bapaume 
seems to be the immediate objective, 
Particularly heavy fighting occurred

Over the six-mile 
front the British advanced two miles.

FRENCH REACH 
AILETTE RIVER. 

Lendon, August —( Afternoon. )— 
The French army tinder command of 
General Mangin, in its attack on the 
Oise front today, has reached the line 
of the Allette river, according to re- 
ports reaching London this afternoon. 

The possession by the French of the 
whole line of the Ailette, according to 
London military experts, means that 
Marshal Foch's design to drive a big 
wedge between General von Boehn's 
army and the forces of the German 
crown prince has been successfully ac- 
complished. Also that the Germans 


have been placed in a position of the 
utmost difficulty, both north and south 


of the new French salient.

GERMANS

Paris, August 22:—German troops 
were forced back over a 20-mile front 
to a depth of from one to two miles 
from Lassigny to the Aillette river 
during the night, according to the of- 


ficial statement issued at the war of- 
fice today. 

French troops maintained contact 
with the retreating enemy between 
Matz and the Oise and east of the 
Oise during the night, according to the 
official statement issued by the war 
office today. 

Further east the villages of Bour- 
guignon and Paul au Bois have 
been taken. The French reached the 
Aillette river at La Quincy-Basse. The 
western outskirts of Pommieres, on the 
Aisne west of Soissons, also have been 
taken. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“During the course of the night 
French troops have maintained .contact 
with the enemy, who is retreating be- 
tween the Matz and the Oise and east 
of the Oise. 

“We have occupied Le Plemont, 
Cannectancourt and Ville 
nd have reached the Divette river.

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BRITISH ARE VICTORIOUS | 


| TO THE SOUTH OF ARRAS 


With the British Army in France, 
August 22.—3:30 p. m—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-There has been fierce 
fighting today along a large section 
of the British” front to the Wouth of 
Arras, virtually through to the River 
Somme. 

Again the Britisn have been victori- 


ous. The battle north of the Ancre 
raged all day long, while ten thousand 
yards to the south another British 
force, which crossed the Ancre during 
the night and opened an attack at 
daybreak, was driving steadily into the 
enemy positions on the high ground 
between Bray-sur-Somme and Albert 
and had already captured a thousand 
prisoners. a 

The Germans are retreating from the 
section between the two points where 
the British armies are hammering 
them and where they are threatened 
with being left in a pocket. The town 
of Albert has fallen into the hands of 
the British, who are pressi the ene- 
my hard. , 

Along the Arras-Albert railway 
embankment and on both sides of it 
heavy fighting continues. 


Storm Enemy Positions. 


On the northern half of the battle 
front the British stormed the enemy 
positions and captured them, inflicting 
terrible losses on the enemy. They 
then pushed eastward at various points. 
They occupied Hamelincourt trench, 
well to the east of the embankment, 


and were regching out similarly at 


other points, at the same time beating 
down desperate attacks launched by 
the 88 in an attempt to regain his 
valuable lost positions. 

A counter attack this afternoon 
Courcelles was completely 
broken down by the British before 
the Boché gained a single foot of 
ground, despite his evident determina- 
tion to do so. The value of the posi- 
tion along the embankment can readily 
be seen. The country is flat and the 
railroad runs along the top of a 
high made-to-order ridge, which over-. 
looks and controls considerable shell- 
cleaned ground on either side of it. 

To the south from ‘Achiet-le-Grand 
to the Ancre the armies in battle have 
been sweeping backwards and for- 
wards, attacks and counter attacks be- 
ing repeated again and again. British 
patrols have been in Miraumont, but 
at the moment it appears that the 
British lines are actually a few hun- 
dred yards west of that town, in the 
neighborhood of Beauregard and Dove- 
cote, on the road between Miraumont 
and Pusieux-au-Mont. 


Counter Attack Beaten. 


Word has just been received that 
the Germans launched another vicious 
counter attack against the British po- 
sitions on the outskirts of Miraumont, 
but after sharp fighting were driven 
off. In the face of streams of bul- 
lets from blazing machine guns the 
German ranks withered or were dis- 
persed. 

The British are still west of Achiet- 
le-Grand, but patrols have been in 
the town. The Boche counter attacks 
here, as well as at Miraumont, were 
carried out by fresh troops whieh have 
been seen rushing toward the front 
from the rear in an effort to relieve 
General Otto von Below's harassed 
Seventeenth army. 

At Achiet-le-Grand the attacks were 
in such strength that the British re- 
tired for a short distance from the 
outskirts of the town and contented 
themselves” for the time being with 
pouring bullets into the enemy forces, 
who in their eagerness to win some- 
thing, no matter how small, rushed 
right into the center of the target 
formed by the town. \ 

Southwest of Miraumont the British, 
at latest reports, had the enemy with 
his back to the River Ancre. 

Tanks have been working well to 
the front of the British lines almost 
everywhere. The battle was fought 
under a scorching sun, the men fight- 
ing over the dusty, shell-churned 
ground, open-shirted or without upper 
garments, the sweat streaming down 
their half-naked bodies. 

At many places heaps of German 
dead, mowed down by the British fire, 
lay baking in the sun, along with 
the usual debris which covers a bat- 
Efforts are always made by 
the burial parties to clear’ away the

Just at that moment 
a stocky British soldier put his head 
in the windaw and informed the com- 
mander that he was a prisoner. — 

Later on, after the commander had 
reached the prisoners’ cage, one Dy 
one, his officers began to arrive at 
the same place. The commander stood 
at the gate and with a smile and a 
handshake welcomed each newcomer. 

From Arras to the Somme the Brit- 
ish and enemy guns are roaring away 
this afternoon on either side of the 
line, as the British continue to ham- 
mer the enemy and the enemy stoutly 
resists.

The British losses so far have been 
extraordinarily light.

The German guns are very active 
hurling everything, including gas, at 
the British.

Officer Well Known in Atlanta 
Writes Mother. 


That Lieutenant Colonel Gulielmus V. 
Heidt, for nearly three years in charge 
of army recruiting in the Atlanta dis- 
trict, and well known in Georgia and 
elsewhere, has been wounded, is the 
news contained in a letter written in 
his own ‘hand to his mother on Au- 
gust 5. 4 

It willbeamatter of gratification to 
his many friends to know that his 
wound was only a slight one, a frag- 
ment of exploding shell striking him in 
the calf of the leg. He was carried to 
a hospital, where an operation was per- 
formed, after which he was able to 
write. 


In ‘an excerpt from his letter he 
said: About five or six days ago a 
shell exploded near me, and I am laid 
up with a slight: wound in the calf of 
the leg. It really does not amount to 
much, only I can’t walk on it. 

“I was sent to the ehospital for an 
operation, and now I am doing very 
well indeed, so much so that I hope to 
— back for duty in about a week or ten 

ays. 

“Please keep all of this out of the 
papers.“ 

At the time he wrote the above let - 
ter he had not been notified of his 
promotion to lieutenant colonel. 

Colonel Heidt has risen from the 
ranks to his present position. While 
he was stationed in Atlanta and about 
a year before he sailed for France he 
was promoted from a captain to the 
rank of major. He was one of the 
— popular officers ever stationed 

ere.

Greene, going with his regiment from 
there overseas. Upon his arrival he 
was put in General Pershing’s line of- 
ficers’ training school, from which he 
graduated with the highest distinc- 
tion.

QUIET PLACES NOW 


What's going to’ become of the re- 
cruiting offices if the new draft bill 
goes through? That's a question that 
has been puzzbing a great many folks. 
For with all able-bodied men from 18 
to 45 years of age subject to draft, 
there will be virtually no potential vol- 
unteers. Hazarding an opinion in this 
connection one ‘of the local recruiting 
agents stated yesterday that probably 
only one recruiting office in each state 
would be maintained wien the draft bill 
becomes @ law. He pointed out that 
under the terms of the Dill, as it now 
stands, young men from 18 to 19 years 
of age are not immediately subject to 
draft. “It is my opinion,” stated the 
agent, “that many of these young chaps 
will wish to enter the various reserve 
corps, and doubtless they will be per- 
migted to do so. Also, a number of the 
younger men subject to draft will de- 
sire to take some form of technical 
training in order to fit themselves for 
specialized work in the army. All of 
this will entail more or less detail 
work, on the part of the recruiting 
office. That is why I state that prob- 
ably one office in each state, possibl 
one for each branch of the service, w 
be maintained permanently.“

ants will be returned to active military 
service. A few of them may be em- 
ployed in furthering government edu- 
cational campaigns.

PROF. DYKES GOES TO 
_MARTHA BERRY SCHOOL 


W. F. Dykes, formerty principal of 
the Boys’ High school of Atlanta and 
the central figure about which the re- 
cent school investigation revolved, has 
accepted a position with the Martha 
Berry school, near Rome, and will as- 
sume his work with that institution 
during the early autumn. 

Proféssor Dykes, who has been in 
the service of the Atlanta school sys- 
tem for more than a score of years, 
leaves Atlanta with the regrets and 
the best wishes of many friends in 
addition to the hundreds of boys who 
have received training and instructions 
under him at the Boys’ High school, 
‘where he presided for a number of 


years. 
His popularity as a teacher and 


principal has been attested by hun- 
dreds of friends who stood by him in 
the fight he inaugurated for improved 
school conditions. 

Although he brought severe charges 
against members of the school board 
and officials of the system, he was re- 
elected to his place in the Boys’ High 
school, which place he declined to ac- 
cept. The investigation, which was 
held after Professor Dykes had charged 
„Prussianism and Kaiserism’’ “to be 
rampant in the school system, borught 
him into the limelight, and the trial 
of the case before a special committee 
of council, which lasted for many days, 
furnished many thrilling sensations. 
The result of the investigation was 
the recent law passed by the Georgia 
legislature, and the abolishment of the 
present board of education. | 

It is understood that Professor 
Dykes will leave within the next few 


days for the scene of his new duties. 


At Red Cross House on Friday 


The enrollment of student nurses in 
the United States Student Nurse re- 
serve will be resumed for Fulton coun- 
ty applicants today, and will continue 
through Wednesday, August 28, at the 
Red Cross House, 268 Peachtree street. 

The enroliment will be under the 
direction of the Fulton County Unit, 
Couneil of Defense, and the Red Cross, 
Mrs. Sherwood Higgs, Mra.

These ladies will be in the offices 
of the Red Cross House every day from 
10 o’clock until 1:30, and will give all 
required information pertaining to the 
enroliment of student nurses in the 
United States service in either civilian 
or military hospitals. 

So numerous were the applicants 
for enrollment within the last few 
days it was decided by the Council of 


Defense to resume the enrollment, 
which was held from July 28 until Au- 
gust 11. Many young women were 
out of the city, others had not heard 
of the call being made, and others have 


been ineptfred within the last few days 
by the war record and the desire to 
serve their country as nurses. en- 
roll as a student nurse means that the 
applicant desires to go to a training 
school and equip herself to be a nurse. 
Whether the war continues or t such 
training fits a woman for a life career 
whether she desires to be a nurse, or 
desires to equip herself ag a useful in- 
dividual, whatever her calling may be. 
The call is made for 25,000. Georgia's 
quota was for 375, but as many more 
would be acceptable. Applicants are 
urged to read carefully the question- 
naire presented to them; to comply 
with the requirements in accurate 
detail, because only those application 
blanks properly filled out will be con- 
sidered by the board in Washington, 
and young women called to service.

GEORGI A’S ROSEATE OUTLOOK. 


With the crops “made” and the harvest 
season getting fairly under way the un- 


‘questionable fact that Georgia is crossing 


the threshold of the most prosperous sea- 
son in its history stands out as radiant and 
inspiring as an autumn sunrise. The out- 
look is such that were it not for the dem. 
onstrable truth, it would seem like an Ara- 
bian Nights fancy. 

In the matter of cotton alone—never be- 
fore has the great southern staple yielded 
even approximately such lavish treasure as 
it must inevitably yield this fall. 

A conservative estimate places the 1918 
cotton yield of Georgia at not less than 
2,250,000 bales. Some ordinarily reliable of- 
ficial estimates place it at above those fig- 
ures, but, considering the uncertainties and 
the possibility of further unforeseen damage 
to the crop still in the field, the state’s yield 
may be placed at two and a quarter million 
bales with the certainty that it will not be 
below that. 

A bale of cotton weighs 500 pounds; so 
Georgia this year will produce not less than 
1,125,000,000 pounds of cotton, which, at 30 
cents a pound, means $150 a bale—or $337,- 
500,000 for Georgia’s part of the crop, with- 
out the seed. 

But that is not ali—not by a long way! 

The cotton seed from the lint in the aver- 
age bale of cotton will bring $75 more, mak- 
ing every bale of cotton actually worth on 
the market not less than $225! 

One hundred and fifty dollars plus $75 
times 2,250,000 amounts to the stupendous 
total of $506,250,000 as the cash equivalent 
of the 1918 cotton crop of Georgia only, es- 
timated and figured upon a very conserva- 


tive basis. 


So much for cotton; but that is not all— 
far from it! 

Never in its past history has Georgia de- 
voted such acreage to food and feed produc- 
tion as have been given over to such crops 
during the current year, in addition to an 
almost normal cotton acreage. Vastly more 
land in Georgia is under active cultivation 
this year than has been so employed during 
any previous year in history. 

And it is also true that the average acre- 
per-acre yields of such crops as potatoes 


(weet and Irish), corn, cane, sorghum, pea- 
Ants, peas, velvet and other varieties of 


beans, cereal crops, etc., this year promise

crop of the year was one of the best on 
record, and sold at record-breaking prices. 

Nor does this include the tobacco crop— 
which, in southern, and especially in south- 
eastern Georgia, is of greater acreage and 
of uniformly bigger yield this year than 
ever before—nor the watermelon nor the 
cantaloupe crop, the growers of which have 
experienced an unusually favorable season, 
both as to yield and monetary returns. 

Neither does it include the live stock 
yields for the year—and there never was a

In fact, Georgia this year, for the first

At any rate, that is the charge made by 
The Southern Banker, which publication, in 
an editorial which we reproduce elsewhere 
upon this page, calls attention to the alleged 
slovenly business policy of too many of our 
cities and towns, and with appropriate em- 
phasis calls upon the banking interests to 
“take ar active interest” in seeing that it is 
corrected. 

“Upon a recent visit to the east,“ says 
the editorial in question— 

“in an interview with the active vice 
president of one of the three largest 
trust companies in the world, our atten- 
tion was called to the large numbmer of 
instances in which southern municipali- 
ties defaulted in their interest payments, 
in addition to frequent delinquencies in 
the payment of principal for thirty, sixty 
or even ninety days.” 

Not only does such tardiness and such 
lax business methods injure the credit of 
the municipalities specifically at fault, but 
it has a tendency to seriously impair the 
borrowing power of all of the cities and 
towns in the entire section in which such 
instances of delinquency occur, the pre- 
sumption in the financial circles of the east 
naturally being that such a policy is due to 
a tendency or a trait that is sectional; and 
now, when there is an unprecedented de- 
mand for free capital, investors are not gen- 
erally disposed to favor the securities of 
municipal corporations having a reputation 
for “slow pay.” 

As The Southern Banker further points 
out, “no municipal bonds have a higher 
standing for desirability than those issued 
by Georgia cities and towns,” so far as in- 
trinsic value is concerned, and it would be 
unfortunate indeed were that basic desir- 


ability to be neutralized by undesirable‘ 


business methods employed in certain in- 
stances.

The Southern Banker makes the point 
that—

bonds, and the market will naturally 
become narrower as war requirements 
increase. Should careless business meth-

Our Debt to the British Empire 


By Theodore Roosevelt. 

Judge Ben Lindsey has recently written 
two or three striking pieces about what 
Great Britain has done and is doing in this 
war. Incidentally he points out how far 
ahead of us she now is in certain types of 
social legislation, such as that dealing with 
children. But the lesson he inculcates which 
is of most immediate concern is the giant 
part ‘England has played in this war and 
the debt we owe to her because in standing 
up for Belgium and.France she was really 
defending us during our days of folly when 
we followed the lead of our worst enemies, 
the pacifists and pro-Germans. 

The Bnglish pacifists are, if anything, even 
more silly than our own. They did their 
best to make England keep out of this war. 
If they had succeeded the - British Empire 
would for a few years have tred the broad, 
smooth road of peaceful and greedy infamy 
and would then have tumbled into the bot- 
tomless pit of utter destruction. But in 
August, 1914, Great Britain and the gallant 
overseas commonwealths which share her 
ermpire chose the hard path of immediate 
danger, of ultimate safety and of high hero- 
ism. Thereby they saved their own souls 
and the bodies of their children, and in so 
doing rendered an inestimable service to us, 

England has raised an immense army 

which has fought in Europe, Asia and Africa. 


It it were not for this army even the highly 


trained valor of the French could not have 
averted German victory. At the same time 
the British fleet has kept the seas free for 
the food and coal and munitions needed for 
the allied people and armies and has fur- 
nished the transports necessary to ena us 
to put under Pershing a force large 4 
to be of real consequence in the vitally im- 
portant battle which has been raging for 
the last thirty days. If Great Britain had not 


been farsighted enough to realize what her 


own welfare demanded when France was 
invaded and if she had not been stirred to 
noble indignation by the Belgian horror, the 
whole civilized world would now have been 
cowering under the brutal dominion of Ger- 
many. If she had not controlled the seas 
not an American battalion could have been 
sent to the aid of France as she struggled to 
save the soul of the world and no help 
could have been given gallant Italy or any 
others of these allied nations to whose stern 
fighting efficiency we owe it that this earth 
is still a place on whichefree men can live. 
We must stand by Great Britain precisely 
as we stand by our other allies—in the first 
place by waging the war with all our 
strength, and in the next place by seeing 
that the peace is of a kind which justifies 
them for all the sacrifices they have made. 
One item in waging the war ought to be 
insistence that every American of fighting 
age who resides in the British Empire and 
every Englishman of fighting age who re. 
sides in the United States be invariably put

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Georgia Municipal Credit 
Is Impaired by Tardiness 
In Meeting Obligations 


(From The Southern Banker.) 

Southern municipalities are permitting 
their credit to be impaired to such an extent 
that we feel it a call of duty to bring the 
circumstances as forcibly as possible to the 
attention of our readers, because, occupying 
as they do the position as bankers in their 
respective communities, they will be able to 
do more than possibly any one else to correct 
an abuse that is becoming more or less 
general. 

Upon a recent visit to the east, in an inter- 
view with the active vice president of one of 
the three largest trust companies in the 
world, our attention was called to the large 
number of instances in which southern mu- 
nicipalities defaulted in their interest pay- 
ments, in addition to frequent delinquencies 
in the payment of principal for thirty, sixty 
or even ninety days. 

Every delinquent town or city impairs its 
credit permanently by one such failure to 
pay interest or principal on the due date. 
Not only do these delinquent towns and 
cities impair their own credit, but the credit 
of other towns and cities in the same state 
suffers also. After a bank or trust company 
has been forced to hold a municipal security 
after its due date, either of principal or 
interest, it is disinclined to bid on subsequent 
issues arising in the same town or state, and 
oftentimes refuses point-blank to continue 
in the market for such municipal paper. 

The laws controlling the issuance of bonds 
by Georgia municipalities are very attractive 
to investors; in fact, no municipal bonds 
have a higher standing for desirability than 
those issued by Georgia towns and cities. 
With this intrinsic value, it is all the more 
mortifying to the friends of the state who 
control investing capital for these securities 
to be branded with a mark of ‘disfavor, due 
to lax and careless methods. 

No other cause can be assigned for the 
failure to pay promptly upon maturity, ex- 
cept carelessness and procrastination on the 
part of the city fathers. They make their 
bonds payable, as a rule, at some New York 
bank, to which the holders naturally send 
their interest coupons for payment on the 
due date. In the cases, all too numerous 
in which the issuing municipality fails to 
have funds on hand to meet the maturities, 
excessive annoyance and much expense in- 
variably ensue. The bonds are often widely 
distributed, and each interest coupon has to 
be returned to its owner by registered mail 
which not only involves unnecessary expense 
but at the same time destroys the confidence 
of the investor, who rightly expects both 
principal and interest to be paid without de- 
lay or quibble. 

War requirements have narrowed the field 
for both municipal and industrial bonds, and 
the market will naturally become narrower 
as war requirements increase. Should care 
less business methods be permitted to fur- 
ther obstruct the outlets for municipal bonds 
a serious condition will confront our Geor- 
gia towns before the close of the war, while 
the towns of other southern states will be 
affected to the same extent that this bad 
habit obtains. 

It is clearly the function and province of 
our southern bankers to take an active in- 
terest in correcting the policy of their fiscal 
officers and in redeeming the good name of 
southern municipal bonds.

gust 12.

New York, August 22.—Except for 
a brief period of activity and excite- 
ment during today’s early trading, the 
cotton market was comparatively quiet 
andthe advance was followed by reac- 
tions, with the close steady at a net 
gain of 14 to 21 points. October sold 


up from 31.70 to 32.45, within the first 
ten or fifteen minutes, but later -eased 
off to 31.99 and closed at 32.00. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 9 to 15 points under overnight 
selling orderd, but this carried prices 
well below the relatively firm Liver- 
pool cables, and the initial orders were 
quickly absorbed by: the buying of 
houses with English connections. This 
seeméd to alarm recent local sellers 


and for a few minutes the advance 
was sensationally rapid, with Decem- 
ber shooting up from 31.07 to 31.77 
and January from 31.00 to 31.72, or 
51 to 64 points net higher on the active 
months. 

The excitement then subsided almost 
as suddenly as it had developed and 
trading later was quiet with prices 
showing a tendency to sag off during 
the middle of the day on private re- 
ports of rain in Texas. Many of these 
reports came from New Orleans acoom- 
panied by selling orders, but the hope 
of a break in the Texas drought found 
on encouragement in the official 
weather news or the western belt fore- 
cast, which was for dry weather in 
Texas except possibly showers in the 
extreme west.

Tyler, Minn., August 22.—Tyler to- 
night presents a scene of death and 
desolation as the result of the tornado 
which struck this little town last night. 
The death list mounted to 33 tonight, 
all of whom have been identified ex- 
cept one. Between fifty and sixty per- 
song were injured, five of whom are in 
an improvised hospital in a serious 
condition. Thirty business houses and 
about as many residences were demol- 
ished. Only four business establish- 
ments escaped the path of the storm, 
which tore through the town, cutting 
a swath five blocks long and two blocks 
wide. The property loss is estimated 
at about half a million dollars. 

Searchers worked all afternoon and 
into the night endeavoring to release 
a young man who was caught beneath 
his home. He was rescued alive after 
being buried for more than twenty 
hours. His father, who sat near him 
in their home when the storm struck, 
was instantly killed. 

One hundred and fifty persons in a 
moving picture show had a miraculous 
escape. Every building in that vicinity 
was demolished. The doors and win- 
dows of the theater, which is of stone 
construction, were blown out, but the

WARNS AMERICANS 


Ib LE RUSSIA 


Washington, August 22.—Dispatches 


from Russia today were of a some- 
what disturbing nature to state de- 
partment officials. Vice Consul Rob- 
ert W. Imbrie, at Petrogral, reported 
in a delayed dispatch that members 
of the Bolshevik government at the 
former Russian capital had issued a 
pronunciamento declaring a state of 
war existed between Russia and the 
United States. , 

In view of the Bolshevik declaration 
Mr. Imbrie reported in his dispatch, 
dated August 2, that he had lowered 
the United States flag over the con“ 
sulate, and following the recent ac- 
tion of Consul General Poole at Mos- 
cow, closed the consulate and turned 
over the affairs of the United States 
to the Norwegian consul. Americans 
in Petrograd believed to number about 
twenty were warned to leave, Consul 
Imbrie’s dispatch said, although the 
consul ihdicated he would remain at 
his post until he had received instruc- 
tions from the state department. 

International Councils. 
Announcement in a dispatch from 
France of the appointment of two in- 
ternational .ccuncils, one at Archangel 
and the other at Vladivostok, however, 
counterbalanced the unfavorable news 
contained in the dispatgh from Petro- 
grad. Ambassador. Francis as dean of 
the diplomatic corps will act as the 
presiding officer of the Archangel 
council, the other members of which 
will be the diplomatic representatives 
of the allied nations. The personnel 
of the Vladivostok council is not yet 
complete. Great Britain will be repre- 
sented by Sir Charles Eliott as high 
commissioner at.
